Prisoner Is 
Chauffeured 
To And Fro 


(Third in a series on the Bucks County Jail)

There is a man living in Doylestown who gets 
up at 6 a.m. five days a week, eats a hearty break­ 
fast, puts on his gray flannel suit and is driven 
by a chauffeur to the railroad station. He com­ 
mutes to Philadelphia, does a day s work, takes the 
train to Doylestown and is picked up by the same 
chauffeur to be driven back. 


Not to his home. To the Bucks County prison. 


For this man is an inmate of the jail, serving 
a sentence of one year because of a sci ious in­ 
fraction of the motor vehicle code. His chauffeur 
is a prison guard and the man spends his nights 
behind prison walls; otherwise he could be any of a 
hundred commuters. 


One Of 25 


He is one of 25 persons sentenced to the Bucks 
County prison who is on the work release piogiam , 
allowed to take jobs in private industry duiing the 
but required to return each night. 


Their pay checks must be turned over, intact, 
prison officials. Part of the money goes to sup­ 
port their dependents, part goes to the county in 
lieu of board and room, part takes care of any fines 
they may have incurred. One man actually is pay­ 
ing a sm all amount weekly on a debt he owed a 
loan company when he was sentenced. 


The balance is deposited to each prisoner’s ac-

COLLAPSES IN LONDON STREET 


He had had a hand in the founding 20 years ago, and 
had a reputation of knowing more about the inter­ 
national body than anyone else in the United States. 


For that reason, and because of his stature in 
the Democratic Party, he was given a stronger 
voice in administration foreign policy councils than 
any of his predecessors at the United Nations. 


Stevenson also was well prepared for the post 
through extended private foreign travels during the 
eight years preceding his appointment. He acted 
as 
unofficial

Eisenhower years, when he traveled as an attorney 
and private citizen.

STEVENSON, 


LONDON, (UPI) — Adlai E. Stevenson, twice the 
Democratic candidate for president and the chief U. S. 
iclegate to the United Nations, died suddenly today 
while visiting London. He was 65. 


The cause of death was not known immediately. 
Stevenson, one of the most articulate of U. S. 
political figures, died after being taken to St. George’s 
hospital off Hyde Park. 


He was reported to have collapsed early this after­ 
noon but the details were not disclosed. One report was 
that he was stricken near the embassy in Gosvenor 
Square and was rushed to the hospital a half mile away. 
Stevenson’s death was completely unexpected. 
Ile had been conferring with British officials earlier 


today. 


The United States Mission to the United Nations 
was stunned by the news. 


Only two days ago he had made a spirited de­ 
fense of the United States policy in Viet Nam at a 
U. N. meeting in Geneva. 
The first word on his death came from the 
United States Mission to tile United Nations in New 
York. A few minutes later tile United States Em bas­ 
sy here also announced the death. 
(President Johnson was notified of Stevenson’s 
death by Secretary of State Dean Rusk at 1:04 p.m. 
EDT. Rusk, who was at the White House for a lunch, 
had just received the word by telephone from the 
embassy in London.) 
Stevenson was no stranger to the United Nations.
